Tunnel Men Break 


Record at Big Greek 


In its race to keep ahead of the de- 


mand for electric power in California 
the Southern California Edison Com- 
pany is constantly breaking records. A 
report of the most recent accomplish- 
ment has just been received from the 
Big Creek headquarters of the company, 
where 3500 men are engaged in harness- 
ing the-waters of the San Joaquin .for 
the use of our rapidly growing indus- 
tries. In thirty days a crew of miners 
drove a section of tunnel 21 feet square 
a total distance of 476 feet through 
solid granite. A standard of twelve feet 
daily had been set by the company, but 
this was raised to fifteen feet, an in- 
crease of 25* i>er cent,?by the inen them- 
selves. TWs was accomplished in -a 
section of tunnel whose length when 
complete will be 30,000 feet and will 
serve to carry practically the entire 
flow of the San Joaquin river from its 
•junction with Big Creek to the site of 
power house No. 3, where it will be 
utilized. 


When one of the men was asked why 


such a record was made he replied, 
"Well, they need the power down yon- 
der as soon as they can get it"—and 
then, '''We're all partners in the com- 
pany and that makes a difference." 


As soon as road work can be com- 


pleted work in the tunnel will be done 
from eight headings and the project 
will be ready for service early in 1923. 


Construction, work in the Big Creek 


country goes on twenty-four hours a 
day. In the tunnels the first crew to 
enter spends its time in drilling holes 
to a depth of eighteen feet. These are 
filled with dynamite and fired by elec- 
tricity. Electric ventilators soon with- 
draw the smoke from the shaft and 
then a steam shovel is advanced to re- 
move the "much," as it is termed. This 
is dumped into small cars which are 
then hauled out by means of electric 
locomotives. 


There will be an aggregate of sev- 


enty-five miles of tunnels when the Big 
Creek project is fully developed. 
Separated from civilization by a snow- 
clad mountain range of 10,000 feet al- 
titude, several hundred miners located 
at the upper end of the project have 
been storm-bound for the winter. Their 
only communication with the outside 
world is by radio, mail and such light 
supplies as can be carried in by an 
Alaska dog team. 


In order that these men might have 


plenty to eat during the winter, the 
following supplies were hauled in last 
fall .before the first storms: 11,000 Ibs. 
butter, 12,000 Ibs. coffee, 108,000 Ibs. 
flour, 173,000 Ibs. potatoes, 20,000 Ifas. 
ham, 18,000 Ibs. bacon, 88,000 Ibs. beef, 
66,000 Ibs. sugar, and 1,000,000 eggs. 
For their mining operations they were 
supplied with 640,000 Ibs. of dynamite, 
78,000 Ibs. of drill steel, 630,000 Ibs.' of 
coal, and 600,000 Ibs. of coke.

That the frost convention discussion 


was well worth while was the belief ex- 
pressed by a number of growers of the 
San, Gabriel valley whose opinion was 
sought by the Argus at the close of the 
sessions. 


Members and directors of local pack- 


ing associations, both in the Exchange 
and in independent houses, were asked 
for expression, and individually said 
that they were vastly interested in the 
various devices offered, but considered 
them experimental wholly. Such men as 
President O. C. Teague of the Exchange 
and J. Eliot Coit, citrus culture expert, 
—-'^Mb the convention had been one

T;hat could immediately be seized upon 
with which to replace the smudge pot, 
so called, but more properly, the orchard 
heater. 


A graphic story of the events of the 


day as relating to the frost convention 
appeared in the Los Angeles Examiner 
last Sunday, written by Edward Insley, 
a Covina . orchardist, who is assistant 
managing editor of the Examiner, and 
was secretary of the frost prevention 
'convention. His article is as follows: 


Dissatisfaction with 
the 
prevalent 


method of frost protection by ' ' smudg- 
ing" and the hope of finding some- 
thing better drew hundreds of citrus 
growers from all sections of the state 
to Covina, the all-day convention fill- 
ing the American Legion pavilion. The 
morning was given to the "pots" and 
the afternoon to the "blowers" and 
"windjammers," as the new devices, 
with or without heating adjuncts, are 
severally dubbed. 


After a day of enthusiasm and mag- 


nificent optimism, storm clouds arose 
with the introduction of a resolution 
presented by myself on behalf of thf 
Covina Frost Prevention 
committeee, 


calling upon the Fruit Growers' Supply 
Company to offer 
an adequate reward 


for a more efficient and satisfactory 
method, the patents to be acquired by 
the Supply Company for the benefit 
of tha citrus growers of California. 


The question had been submitted in- 


formally a few days ago to some of 
the directors of the parent organiza- 
tion, the California Fruit Growers' Ex- 
change, and was received with en- 
couragement. 
Later, however, opposi- 


tion developed; and the Covina commit- 
tee received intimations that it would 


be untimely. However, it was decided 
to go ahead with the plan. 


After amendments made in the con- 


vention, the resolution as unanimously 
adopted calls upon the California Citrus 
Protective League, instead of the Sup- I 
ply Company to father this movement' 
for a better frost device. 


As originally presented to the con- 


vention, the committee's resolution con- 
tain this paragraph: 


'' Resolved—That the prevailing sys- 


tem o&.frq'st protection by the use of 
smudge pots is unsatisfactory and ob- 
jectionable for many reasons, alike to 
the growers, the housewives in the 
|OT^&^aeighborhoQ4i; and the 
merchants or tie nearby- towns." 


Objection was made to this in the 


convention on the ground that it would 
encourage many towns to follow the 
example of Pomona which adopted a 
city ordinance a year ago forbidding 
srhudge pots. A fact not known to the 
convention and one which will be im- 
portant news to citrus growers is the 
contract made by the Fruit Growers' 
Supply Company the latter part of the 
week, -with the American Can Company 
for 100,000 smudge pots. 


George Bothwell of Pomona moved 


an amendment subr.cituting the name 
of the California 
Citrus 
Protective 


League for that of the Fruit Grow- 
ers' Supply Company. This suited the 
independents. 


C. C. Teague, president of the Cali- 


fornia Fruit Growers' Exchange, also 
of the Supply Company, declared that 
the latter' had no moneyf to carry out 
the work wished upon it by the res- 
olution. 


As the mover of the resolution I ac- 


cepted without a test vote the amend- 
ments eliminating the denunciation of 
the smudge pot and substituting the 
California Citrus Protective League for 
the Supply Company. This was done in 
the interest of harmony, so that the con- 
vention's action might have the in- 
fluence- of its unanimous indorsement. 
And this was obtained on a rising 
vote, President Teaguo being among 
those favoring it. 


Personally I believe that the amend- 


ment eliminating the unfavorable niem- 
bion of the smudge pot would have been 
beaten twenty to one. But doubtless 
this would have arrayed against the 
movement the powerful Exchange, as 
indicated by the remarks of President 


ment and inforentially his support in 
the California Citrus Protective League, 
to whose consideration it had been 
necessarily committed.

Buy Wisely 


Economy among the people is all right as far as it goes, but 


the people, even of Covina, will do well to remember there is 
a wide difference betAveen economy and a determination not to 
buy. Economy is wise buying of necessities, and it is well to 
have a pretty clear idea of what necessities consist. 
A new 


talking machine record to bring relief from monotony on ranch 
is a better investment than a doctor's bill incurred as the result 
of shattered nerves. There is a business side of spending as 
well as of saving which must be taken into account. The mer- 
chants of Covina, as well as those of any other town, must be 
kept busy. If our people are to have the conveniences of home- 
town purchasing, then the people must keep the goods moving 
off the shelves of the merchants. 
There is no loss, no waste, 


in home-town buying because the money circulates in our own 
territory, and eventually gets back to the purchaser. It is only 
when money is taken out of town that the harm is felt. Thrift 
should be encouraged, but thrift does not mean no buying. 
Healthy home trade will do more than anything else to maintain 
sound, normal prosperity. We are all in the same boat. We 
cannot be prosperous at t> j expense of our local merchants, and 
we don't want to be. 


The Deadly Fool 


Thirty persons were killed in the streets of Tulsa, Oklahoma, 


several months ago in a riot between white and negro gunmen. 
Both sides probably consisted almost entirely of pretty tough 
citizens. Nevertheless the thirty "deaths in the streets" caused 
an enormous sensation all over the country. 


But no one seems to be startled at all over the fact that nearly 


three times thirty people are killed on the streets and boulevards 
of Southern California every month of the year by auto vehicles 
alone. Nobody at all is sensationed because more than fifty 
persons are killed by motors every month, on the average, in 
the streets of Los Angeles alone. 


The number of fatalities from automobile accidents in our 


cities is increasing all the time. Only a few years ago, the 
average in Los Angeles city, for instance, was seven or eight 
for the month. Now the accidents reported, not fatal, are over 
2000 a month. 


Our streets are filled with automobiles, some of them run by 


boys and girls, and many of them by reckless people having a 
mania, for speed, a mania to get somewhere quicker than safety 
allows. 


The automobile is a business necessity and a pleasure'and it 


is here to stay. But it is high time that the laws now on our 
statute books should be more rigidly enforced and a brake put 
on some of the fools that own and run machines.
